The proceedings show a more com- 
mendable course on the part of the 
Board than was exhibited at their 
first meetings. The TETBCSB'S sug- 
gestions were very timely, as the 
action of the Board last night seemed 
to have been based thereon. Vfe in- 
sisted that the Board did not start 
off with a knowledge of the law by 
which they were to be guided, and 
their rescinding of a resolution re- 
questing the Council to appoint a 
Commissioner, shows that a new 
start is taken. The law is evidently 
one ot the best that could be nude, 
and is only defective in one particu- 
lar—its financial arrangement leaves 
the Council to provide for the pay- 
ment of interest as best it can. But 
as yet there are no bonds issued, 
and until the purchase of water 
works or rights has been effected, no 
one need be concerned about the 
financial part of the programme. 
The Board throws out a feeler in the 
shape of a request to all parties own- 
ing water works or privileges, to set 
a price on their property.

necessary policemen existing upon 
the city treasury is folly and unde- 
niably demonstrated to-day. Three 
or lour of the force are at San Lean- 
dro acting as deputy sheriffs.* They 
are also drawing pay bom the Oak- 
land treasury. Who authorized them 
to neglect their duties here? The 
town of San Leandro contains a male 
population large enough to -protect 
the peace of the place without the 
assistance of . the valient police force 
of Oakland. It would be a saving to 
the city if those absent policemen 
were permitted to continue in the 
deputy sheriff business. At any rate 
they have furnished abundant proof 
that their services;,are entirely, un- 
necessary'in Oakland. 


ODB California Code is a marvel- 


ous mass of wisdom , but there are 
many sections like the one below 
which are incomplete ami therefore 
likely 
to create 
confusion 
and 


trouble. Section 394 of the Penal 
Code, as it now stands, reads : 


"Every engineer or otber person 
having charge of any steam boiler, 
steam engine, or other apparatus for 
generating or employing steam, used 
in any manufactory, railway, or other 
mechanical works, who willfully, or 
from 
ignorance, or gross neglect, 
createi, or allows to be created, such 
an undue quantity ofstenm as to burst 
or break the boiler or engine, or »ppa- 
ratal, or cause any other accident 
whereby human lire Is endangered, is 
guilty of a Jelony."

SCHOOL MATTERS. 


The Truancy Question—Timely 


Suggestion a, 


lu his Annual Report for the school 


year ending June 30th, 1874. which 
was submitted to the Board of Edu- 
cation last Tuesday evening, Super- 
intendent Campbell called the atten- 
tion of the Board to some recommen- 
dations contained in his published 
report for the preceding year. 


Among these, and those to which 


he invited special attention and early 
action, in view more particularly of 
the Compulsory Education Act pass- 
ed by the last Legislature, were hie 
recommendations concerning truants 
and others committing grave offences 
against the discipline of the schools. 
We deem the Superintendent's views 
of sufficient importance to give them 
entire as follows:

BO base a port in this disgraceful con- 
duct of a mother towards her own 
child ? How or by what means she 
succeeded in securing the aid of Offi- 
cer Hoyt, no man knoweth, but on 
the occasion to which we refer above, 
that officer boldly and unwarrantedly 
entered the millinery store in which 
Jennie wag employed, passed through 
into the bedroom, thence into the 
back yard, where the young lady was 
found, and rudely taking her by the 
arm, gruffly ordered her to get ready 
to accompany her mother, who mean- 
while occupied a carriage before the 
door, awaiting tho result of the ac- 
tion of the officer inside. The plan 
was, to put her quickly into the car- 
riage, drive her to the train, which 
would be due a few moments later, 
and hasten to Hamilton with her, 
thence to the ranch of her mother.

" Doubt may exist as to the power 


of the Board or of the other depart- 
ments of the city government to deal 
with the class of boys spoken of; 
those not enrolled as members of any 
school. 
It is true they frequently 


come before the Police Court, but it 
is for the commission of 
offences 


other than non-attendance 
upon 


school, which, however, would never 
have been committed if they had 
been in attendance upon school, or 
in some way profitably employed. 
There can be no doubt as to the pow- 
er of the Board, however, to deal 
with that other class of boys who are 
attending school, but whose influence 
is more dangerous because of their 
greater opportunities for evil. I re- 
fer to truants. During the last year, 
there were detected and reported 115 
cases of truancy; one from the High 
School, thirty-four from the Gram- 
mar Schools, and eighty from the 
Primary Schools. It is fair to pre- 
sume that this is considerably below 
the actual number that occurred. 
With this it is certainly within the 
authority of the Board to deal, and I 
feel satisfied that in most cases, the 
Board would have the co-operation of 
parents in their efforts to prevent or 
cure it. At present our only mode of 
dealing with it, after the other ordi- 
nary forms of school discipline have 
failed, is suspension or expulsion. A 
boy who is not disposed to go to 
school, has only to play truant a suf- 
ficent number of times, and suspen- 
sion or expulsion at once relieves 
him, and places him among the idle 
and vicious non-attendants. We er- 
pel or suspend a boy from school, for 
staying away from it, and would then 
pass laws to compel him to attend or 
punish him for not attending. On 
the other hand, it is dangerous to re- 
tain him. It is not only impossible 
to secure his regular attendance, but 
also the performance of duty when 
present, because if punishment is 
imposed or threatened, he has but to 
run away from school and play tru- 
ant the next day, to escape. The

corrigible be handed over to the po- 
lice magistrate, who may commit 
them to the Indnstrial School. 


(i.—That for tho better carrying 


out of the system, the police officers 
be also known as truant officers, and 
their duties, as such, definitely speci- 
fied. 


The process by which a child 


should reach the truant or ungraded 
school, would be something as fol- 


l.-l-For the first offence the teacher 


notifies the parents and the Superin- 
tendent, who shall enter the name 
and residence of the offender in a 
book kept for the purpose, and shall 
by consultation with parents, etc., 
try to prevent a repetition. For the 
second offence, the name and resi- 
dence of the offender is placed in the 
book of the truant officers, in the 
office of the Captain of Police, and 
these officers shall unite their efforts 
to bring about a reformation, by call- 
inc upon the parents, and warning 
them and the boy. Should all their 
efforts fail, he shall by the Superin- 
tendent be remanded tothe ungraded 
school. 


Some of the benefits of this plan 


would be, 


1.—Th>> 
removal 
from 
among 


others of those whose influence is 
pernicious. 


2.—The chances of reformation 


offered the offenders iu place of as 
now, 
the certainty almost of their 


ruin, by turning them into the 
streets. 


3.—The saving of the time of the 


regular teacher, for the legitimate 
work of the school room. 


4.—The prevention of like offenses 


on the part of others. 


5.—The economy of the plan. If 


it is true that truancy leads to idle- 
ness, ignorance and vagrancy, and 
these to crimes, that is a truly eco- 
nomical investment of money w'uich 
will prevent the first. The machin- 
ery necessary to detect and to punish 
crime in the United States, involves 
an expenditure of money annually, 
many times larger than that ex- 
pended for public education. 


That man would justly be consid- 


ered "penny wise and pound fool- 
ish," who, after the erection of a 
costly and elegant residence, to save 
the expense of an additional brick 
pier or two, should allow his house to 
settle, and crock, and topple. On 
account of the expense of Dolts and 
locks, should fail to guard his jewels 
from being stolen, and his works of 
art from being defaced by vandalism. 
Do not let us emulate him. We are 
rearing an edifice more elegant and 
costly than his, and hove far more 
precious jewels to guard and save 
from despoilment. 


The Board has referred to the mat- 


ter and we may lock for action in the 
premises at an early day. It was 
only the other day that the time of 
the Police Court was taken up with 
the cases of a couple of geniuses, 
neither of whom was over twelve 
years of age. Gentlemen of the 
Board, don't delay action in this all- 
important matter.

The Clerk was in- 
structed to communicate with all par- 
ties owning water privileges and ascer 
tain their respective abilities to fur- 
nish the city with water. Advertise- 
ments for this purpose also are to be 
inserted in two daily papers.
